HOW IT STANDS. 


The Bise of the DisenssioB Concerning 
the Law on the Lienten* 
ant Governorship. 


iDdianapollB News. 


It is already said that the democracy 
intends to contest the election of Lien- 
tenant Governor Robertson, on the 
ground that that office, vacant by Man- 
son's resignation, cannot be filled by 
election until 1888, 
and that in the mean- 
time, Mr. Smith, president of state sen- 
ate, performs the duties of the office. 
The precedent is with the democracy. 
In 1861 Governor Lane was elected 
United States senator, and Lieutenant 
Governor Morton became governor, thus 
vacating the lientenant governor's office, 
but no lieutenant governor was elected 
in 1862, at the next general election. 


This, of course, does not settle the 
question. The supreme court will settle 
the law. The nominations were made 
for that office this year in the following 
way: Soon after Lientenant Governor 
Monson had accepted the office of in- 
ternal revenue collector, and long before 
either state convention was held, a gen- 
tleman casua.ly on the street asked Mr. 
W. H. H. Miller who was likely to be 
nominated for that office. This sug- 
gested the matter and Mr. Miller, on his 
way to his office, dropped in to mention 
it to Mr. Chas. L. Holstem. 
They, 
talking it over, recalled the Morton 
case, but being lawyers concluded to 
examine the books. They examined the 
state constitution and statutes, and came 
to the conclusion that the vacancy 
caused by Manson's resignation should 
be filled at the lii-st ensuing general 
election. 
Having reached that con- 
clusion. Mr. Holstein at once prepared 
an article for the Journal, 
taking that 
position. Next day when it appeared 
The subject was very generally discussed 
by the lawyers and politicians, and the 
subject was generally regarded as well 
taken. 
At the instance of Governor 
Gray, 
Attorney General Hord, gave 
a written opinion, sustaining the posi- 
tion. The democratic state convention 
made a nomination for the office and so 
did the republican convention. 


The constitution makes the term of of- 
fice of lieutenant governor four years, 
and provides that hib official term shall 
commence on the second Monday of 
January, 1853, "an 1 on the same day 
every fourth year thereafter." 
It also 
provides that the legislature shall, by 
law, provide for the case of removal 
from ofiioe, death, resignation or iaabil- 
ity both of the governor and lieutenant 
governor. 
The state statutes provide 
that general elections shall be held bien- 
nially on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, in even years, 
'at which election all existing vacancies 
in office and in all offices, the terms of 
which will expire before the next gener- 
al election thereafter shall be filled un- 
less otherwise provided bylaw." 
The 
legal question involved hinges on the 
construction of the provisions of the 
constitution and statutes referred to. 
The democracy claims that a lieutenant 
governor can only be elected every four 
years—that is in the years correspond- 
ing with the presidential elections. 
The 
republicans claim that a vacancy in that 
office must be filled at the first ensuing 
general election after the vacancy oc- 
cuis. 


White's Papers. 


On the authority of Hon. James B. 
White the Gazette 
announces this morn- 
ing that the congressman-elect from this 
district has full and complete naturali- 
zation papers. Let no one be nnneces- 
Harily farmed at the sensational state- 
ments in T H E SENXINVL regarding Cap 
tain White's eligibility to congress. Mr. 
White has assured his friends, and the 
Gazette 
reassures them, that he is a 
ftilly naturalized citizen and the ques- 
tion of his eligibility will never be 
raised in the halls of congress. • Ga- 
zette.

His First Talk on Capt. J. B. White's 
Established Ineligibility.

Hon. Robert Lowry, 
congressman 
from the Twelfth district, is in the 
city to-day. 
He has in his posseeaion a 
certified copy of the record in the Kosci- 
usko county court, showing that Capt. 
James B. White, who beat him for con- 
gress at the election last week, on the 
day before the election, took out his 
naturalization papers, having formally 
declared his intention to do this in July, 
1858, but, as Mr. Lowry claims, having 
failed to do it, until last week. 
Judge 
Lowry said to a Netvs reporter, this 
morning, that he would contest White's 
seat in congress, and had no doubt that 
he would be seated. 
"He is clearly in- 
eligible," he said, "for the constitution 
plainly provides that a member of the 
house of representatives must have been 
a citizen of the United States for at least 
seven years before he is elected. 
The 
precedent, or rather the authorities, are 
on my side. 
In the history of the 
United States senate there are two cases 
in which men, fairly elected, were not 
allowed to serve on account of ineligibil- 
ity for the same reason. 
One was Al- 
bert Gallatin, of Pennsylvania, and the 
other was James Shields, of 
111 nois. 
The records show this to be a fact." 


"Why did Mr. White go to Kosciusko 
county to take out his papers, as he is a 
resident of Allen county,' asked the re- 
porter. 


"I do not know," replied Judge Low- 
ry, "unless it was because court was in 
session there. 
He made the application 
and was granted the papers the day be- 
fore the election. "

THE bastile is going to be restored. 
One of the sights of the Paris exhibi- 
tion, in celebrating the centenary of 
the revolution, will be a restoration of 
the famous prison exactly as it was in 
1789. 
The Port d'Arseual, the entrance 
to the bastile. the Institute Favart, and 
their neighboring streets will also be 
futhfully reproduced. The Protestants' 
Temple, which figured conspicuously 
in the affairs of 1789 and was turned 
into a meeting-house and place of 
amusement, is to be utilized for an ex- 
hibition "de lutheric." 
This has noth- 
ing to do \»ith Luther, but means that 
all the musical instruments of the 
present time will be exhibited in the 
temple; concerts will be given occasion- 
ally from the music of the old masters, 
such as Gretry and Mehul. It is said 
that the organizers of the exhibition are 
on the lookout for souvenirs of the 
revolution- 
They are after Marat's 
bath, which was recently sold l)y a 
Breton cure for several thousand francs. 
They will probably also try to get the 
original guillotine, if it was not it 
which the communists burned, or hunt 
up the red cap of liberty which Louis 
wore when he put his head out of the 
window in the Tuileries.

rebuilt the bastile, they must clearly have 
back the original key which was pre- 
sented to Washington by Lafayette, and

the cause of the change. 
He remarked 
that the colors of the waters referred 
to were extremely beautiful, and that 
they changed from hour to hour and 
rom day to day. 
The most brilliant 
effects were seen in the Mediterranean 
after high winds had been blowing 
toward the shore, and the tints were so 
varied that no artist's colors could pro- 
duce them. 
Many theories had been 
propounded in order to explain the 
phenomena, and one of them was that 
they were caused by the marvelously 
blue sky being retlected from the sur- 
face of the water. But that theory did 
not explain any of its effects, because 
he had frequently seen the Mediter- 
ranean deeply and richly colored under 
white or cloudy sky. 
Some time ago a 
curious belt of whitish water was re- 
ported off the coast of Maine. The 
white streak was about thirty miles in 
width, and from sixty-five to seventy 
miles in length. The line of demark- 
ation between the blue 
water and 
the white streak was plainly marked, 
and as regular as a wall. The Avhite 
water was semi-transparent, and the 
mackerel seen beneath the surface had 
a reddish appearance. 
Fisliermen say 
that mackerel passing from bhie to 
white water are peculiarly afl'ected by 
the change, becoming wild and rushing 
madly to and fro. 
They do not come 
to the surface, but their "movements can 
be plainly seen und^r 
water.

enormous bulk, the Italia steams

knots an hour, while the fastest armor- 
clad in the British navy is the

knots. 
The Italia carries the heaviest 
g u c s of any vessel afloat, consisting of 
four breech-loading guns of 16J inches 
caliber, and eight of 6 inches 
caliber. 
Two other vessels, the Dnilo and the 
Dandolo, nearly approach the Italia in 
size and armanent. 
^ l ^ e t h e r 
Italy 
has eleven war vessels of the first class, 
and is building seven more, with three 
of the second class. 
S h e has one tor- 
pedo 
vessel completed and eleven in 
progress, with 
fifty-five 
torpedo 
boats 
and twenty-eight in progress. 
Although 
England 
has a larger navy than any 
other power, most of her vessels 
are 
unprotected by armor or only partially 
so. 
S h e has twenty turret armor-clads 
completed and six more in 
progress. 
Her largest guns—eighty tons in weight 
and of IG-inch caliber—are carried 
by 
the Inflexible, but they are 
muzzle- 
loading. 
One of the vessels now

progress, the Sanspareil,

of smaller calliber, will carry two 110- 
ton guns, and with their

will then have the heaviest 
battery afloat.

All the g u n s are breech-loaders, while 
England's armament is mostly of muz- 
zle-loaders.

est having a displacement of 6,000 to«», 
Russia has 6 armored vessels in the 
Black Sea fleet, and 
15 battery-ships 
and monitors, with 5 belted crtiisers in 
the Baltic 
fleet, 
G e r m a n y 
has 
a r m o r e d vessels, r a n g i n g from 4,0 iO to 
under 10,000, and carrying g u n s of not 
more than a little over 
lO-inches cali- 
ber. 
S h e has also fourteen of a small 
er class tiiuler 2,000 tons, 
Austria ha.s 
armored 
vessels of f r o m 5,000 to 
7,000 tons. Compared with these great 
fleets, 
our navy will appear very small. 
T h e largest of the new vessels whose 
construction has been authorized 
by 
Congress are two 6,000-ton ironclads. 
T h e y are, however, to have a speed of 
Iti knots an hour, faster than any Eng- 
lish war-vessel now afloat. 
T h e bill 
passed by the last Congress provides 
for one cruiser which is to possess 
the 
highest pr cticable speed, and which, 
hence, ought to equal or exceed 
the 
l b k n o t s an hour of the Italia. 
There 
is no necessity for our Government to 
enter into t h e costly competition 
of 
E u r o p e a n powers in t u r n i n g out enor- 
m o u s war-vessets.

should,

ever, have as fast and well-armed ves- 
sels as t h e r e are in t h e world, and it 
begius to look as if wo shall get them.

O A R K I S B pigeons have been long an 
object of attention to the Government* 
of Germany and France. 
In this lat* 
ter community the Minister of War 
lately directed a census of the carrier 
pigeons to be made, when it appared 
that at Lille there are 8,000; at 
Ron- 
baix, 15,000; at the little town of Wat- 
trelos, in the Department of the Nord, 
there are ¿^,000. partly belonging to in- 
dividuals, 
party to 
societies who en- 
deavor to improve the quality of 
the 
birds. 
Attention is paid to the birds 
chiefly in the manufacturing districts 
of the east and north. 
In 
Germany 
the War Department has 6,000 pigeons. 
There are about 100 associations that 
have about 
15,000 birds. 
Independ- 
ently of business messages there 
are 
frequently 
flying 
matches, and it has 
been 
ascertained 
that 
every 
year 
some 
thousands 
of 
pigeons 
are 
lost 
in 
the.si» 
matches, 
or at least 
never arrive at 
their 
destination 
or 
return 
to 
their 
homes. 
There 
is 
an erroneous impression that carrier 
pigeons 
always .find 
their way,

German experience at least is quite 
against this. 
It has been found that 
birds frequently fly, not straight from 
point to point, but making a detour by 
some place with which they are familiar. 
By direction of the German War Office 
Dr. G. H, Schneider, who has devoted 
much attention to carrier pigeons, is 
investigating the question of how they 
find their way.
